"l circulated in many cities in Can- 
ada to the effect that the Can- 
adian Red Cross society ‘was 
guilty of a breach of faith with 
its contributors, by selling, in- 
stead of giving supplies to sold- 
iers. This notion is, of course, 
on the face of it, awkward and 
can give little credence with in- 
telligent people. It has been of- 
ficially and emphatically denied 
by Col. Hodgetts, the Canadian 
Red Cross commissioner in Eng- 
land, and publicly contradicted 
by prominent Red Cross officials 
in Canada, but the rumor has a 
curious vitality and persists in 


If it were not admitted by the 
Germans themselves and ‘if it 
had not been witnessed by 
clergymen and others, it would 


believe that there . were men 
wearing the uniforms of any of 
the nations engaged in this con- 
flict who could deliberately walk 
out and in cold blood shoot down 
a woman like Miss Cavell. And 
what for? Simply because she 
gave shelter and assistance to 
Belgium and French. soldiers.
